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In March 1953, source observed 6 hangars at Finsterwalde air field, 

while the former repair hangar was demolished. T^e dirt road to the 

guardhouse branched off from the road to Finsterwalde, southeast of 

Nehesdorf, opposite the brickyard. Just north of this dirt road there 

was the first building of the former komendatura now designated hotel, 

which probably quartered the flight personnel. Adjacent to the east 

there were three barracks buildings. T he large supply building was 

f, a “_ lae ' fcers eas+J guardhouse. Low wooden buildings were scattered in 

tile building area. To the south, the building area was bordered by the old 

Post Strasse, which leads from Lichterf eld to Schimens-iluehle. 

In the fall of 1952, two brick buildings, each about. 14 x BO meters had 
been built about 5° meters north of a firing range in the building area, 
ihese buildings were occupied by AAA personnel. Each building consisted 
of two .barge rooms and six smaller rooms at one end. A temporary kitchen 
building with a large mesahall and storage rooms had also been newly 
erected nearby. The kitchen was equipped with a large range, 2 boilers 
with a capacity of 300 liters and 2 boilers with a capacity of 250 liters 
each. The AAA personnel was subordinate to a colonel who had hi a office 
in one of the German barracks buildings. 

°t,her kitchens at the field included the “technical kitchen" with two 
large smokestacks located farest east, next to the demolished repair 
hangar and a kitchen in the large supoly building which was equipped with 
1, 000-liter boilers. All the boilers were in operation in mid-March. 

About mid-March, 10 canvas-covered guns with an estimated caliber of 37-ma 
were observed near the AAA billets. In mid-April, source observed in 
Finetervaldo AA guns with an estimated caliber of 85-im which were towed 
by three-axle trucks, each occupied by about 15 soldiers. ^ 

On 9 April, 18 jet planes were counted in front of the hangars at the 
southern edge of the field. 2
